Tli* people of this Commonwealth 
begin to feel the inconvenience of the su- 
premacy of the military above the civil 
power. Men of any sense and philosophy 
foresaw it long since, it is one of the inevi- 
table consequences of war. The evil can be 
mitigated by vigilance and moderation : but 
:t cannot be entirely avoided. TheConfeds 
went into the contest for rights They call- 
ed themselves the Southern rights party. 
What rights have they left? In Dixie every 
man’s rights of person and property are now 
in the hands of a military despotism. They 
are forced into the army. Their private 
property is committed to the flames, and 
their freedom of speech has been crushed 
out. And now the emissary of the revolu- 
tion, W. L. \ ancey, proposes to appoint 
Davis dictator formally : that is, to give him 
supreme, unlimited power over the life, lib- 
erty, and property of the people who are un- 
der the power of the usurpation. Such is 
the progress already made in the struggle 
for rights. Ihe military is supreme, and 
the civil authorities must staud hack. Just 
what we might expect of a people who set 
up the military to resist and overthrow the 
civil authorities. As long as men are will- 
ing to submit, and applaud the object of the 
military, they are free; hut only free to pro- 
mote the purposes of the military according 
to its dictation ; but when the military is on 
the other side; when the military wish to 
support a government, the rebels wish to 
destroy; that is, when a man wishes to be 
free to say and do what he please.*, he feels 
the chain he has forged for himself. The 
secesb feel that in this State the military is 
a very exceptionable power: they want to 
get rid of it; it is not what they bargained 
lor. 

They prefer the civil power. Well so do we, 
and as they and their friends have created 
tb : .e supremacy of the military, we look to 
them to remove the necessity of it; and this 
includes us and themselves too. They can 
do it easily It requires no sacrifice of 
money or blood on their part Let them 
obey tbe civil authorities in good faith; let 
them ceas# their resistance to the civil au- 
thorities of the Government, and the end 
is accomplished. We are now fighting to 
reetore the supremacy of the civil power , 
to put down this resistance to tbe laws 
which is too powerful to be suppressed by 
the civil authorities Let this resistance 
subside, and tbe tnilitay will be at once 
withdrawn, and the civil power will be 
supreme It is true that men in this State 
can not control the people of the Confeder 
ate States. They can themselves, how- 
ever. be loyal to Kentucky. They can in 
good faith obey her law*, and not by word 
or deed give aid and comfort to her enemies 
They have done a great deal to create dis- 
trust, and we think, if they are sincere, they 
ought to do something to reetore confidence. 
They suffer from military rule; because 
their company, at least, will Dot submit to 
the civil power of this State. Let us have 
some assurance that they will obev the 
laws, and not follow the example of thous- 
ands of their company, and they will greatly 
relieve us and themselves 

it is thought by some that a draft | 
caunot be made in this State; but that is an 
error, in our judgment. It may be impossi- 
ble in a few localities, but in such places it 
may be equally difficult to execute any law. 
it is our purpose now to execute law, and 
the suspicion that we cannot do it, should 
induce us to see if we cannot. Such a law 
is just, and we do not believe there will he 
any serious difficulty* in its execution. It is 
true some of our citizens don’t approve the 
object of the war. If they had their choice 
they would fight on the other side; but that 
is no objection to a draft. There never was 
a war in which there was not a minority 
opposed to it ; but no rational theory of 
government will exempt the minority from 
its burdens. It is our wish to treat all our 
people alike, to protect all by the civil au- 
thorities, and those who expect this equal 
and impartial justice from the Government 
should cheerfully bear its burdens. 

It is said that the secesb drafted will join 
the enemy; that they will act traitors on tbe 
field of battle. It is not at all likely that 
the dratt will send many of them to the 
field. They have a chance in the class be- 
fore they are drafted to find a man for the 
class; and if drafted they still have the 
opportunity to get a substitute. The mode 
of drafting is as liberal to those who either 
cannot go or who do not desire to go, as it 
could be made. 

As to any one becoming treacherous in 
the army, we presume little danger is to be 
apprehended. Self-preservation will com. 
pel a man to fight in the ranks The ene- 
my will not, in the storm of battle, discern 
tbe politics of their opponents, so as to hit 
only Union men and miss a Southern svm- 
patbizer. We have heard of a hunter who 
had so educated bin rifle, that when be aim- 
ed it it would hit if the object were a deer, 
and miss if it were a cow. But armies are 
not thus skilled. If you don't kill those red 
coats they will kill you, was the short, prac- 
tical exhortation of an American officer : 
and that is the practical fact on the field of

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Wherea 3, the following Act, to-wit: 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Forces, to repel the 
invasion of the State and for other purposes. 

J 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of th 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil ot 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by arme i 
forces, acting under the authority of the so-called 
Confederate States, therefore, for the purpose of re- 
pelling said invasion the Governor of the State oi 
Kentucky is hereby directed to issue his prociama 
tion forthwith, calling out not less than forty thous 
and soldiers, residents and citizens of Kentucky 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five yea. 
to be mustered into the service of this Comm, 
wealth for any term of service not less than twel 
months nor more than three years, from the tim 
they were mustered into service, unless sooner 
discharged. 

2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorised, in order to raise said force, to accep ’ 
of the services of any volunteer companies wt. 
shall, within three months from the date of h. 
proclamation, tender their services; and be shad 
commission for that purpose all officers July elect 
od by the companies aforesaid, necessary and pr 
per for the command of such volunteers. 

\ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-cummi: 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose ser 
vice may be tendered and accepted under the pro 
visions of this act, shall be mustered into service, 
at such places of rendezvous in the Congressional 
District in which they volunteer, as the General in 
the field shall appoint by his orders, and when so 
mustered into service shall be then and there 
entitled to receive in advance one menth’s 
pay, to be taken and considered as part of their 
pay. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad 
Jition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used a? sharp shoot 
ers and scouts, and fire hundred to be used a > 
horsemen and scout?, they furnishing their own 
horse?: Provided, That no person shall be accept 
ed in this arm of the service unless his skilll and 
capacity hare been tested by the General in com 
maud, or such officer as he may detail for that 
purpose: And provided also, That such person 
shall receive five dollar* per month of extra pay 
i 6. That each horseman for the service of hi* 
horse shall receive five dollars per month; and in 
case hi? hor?e is killed by the enemy, he shall be 
paid the vaiue of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

£7. That the commander in the field may er 
ganize individual? who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may ten ler 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and reg. 
menu, and permit them to elect their officers, wfao 
shall, when so elected, be commissioned by the 
Governor ou the certificate of the General com 
manding. 

£ 8. That the Governor is authorized to accept 
the services of squadrons, battalions, and regi 
tuents, when tendered as such, and commissioa 
the officers elected by the squadrons, battalions 
and regiments so organized. The election of offi 
cers by any company, battalion, squadron or reg 
iment, shall be superintended and conducted by 
any justiee of the peace or judge of the county 
court who may be called on for that purpose, and 
such justice or judge shall certify to the military 
board the names of the officers elected, and for 
what office each is elected and thereupon mud 
board, if they approve the proceedings, shall cer 
tify to the Governor the name? of the officers 
elected, and what office they have been respective- 
ly elected to fill, who shall issue commissions in 
conformity to such certificate. 

$ 9. That the commanding General shall be ei 
titled to appoint and employ such staff officer 1 
and with such rank, as the Inspeetor General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section ef the 
3d article of the act, entitled “an act for the bet 
ter organization of the Kentucky militia,” ap j 
proved March 5, 1860; and he shall hare the au 
thority conferred on said Inspector General b 
the 10th, 11th, and 12th sections of said article of 
said act. 

■I 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadr.-ai, battalions, regiments 
brigades and divisions, and bare the same num 
ber of officers f w r each squsuiron, battalion, regi 
ment, brigade and division, as are allowed in the 
army of the United 8tate*. and shall receive the 
same pay and rations as are allowed the troops oi 
the United State; of the same tank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed, out of 
the troop; so raised, tney shall be officered accord 
ing to existing laws. 

| 11. This act to b« of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both houses of the 
General Assembly of (he Commonwealth of Ken 
tacky, the Governor’s objections thereto ta the 
contrary notwithstanding, and is therefore the law 
of the land. Now, therefore, I, do hereby issue 
this, my proclamation, commanding all officers 
and citizens of this State to render obedience to 
all the requirements of said above recited act.
